GUNGRESSIONAL 
REDISTRICTING 
BILL 1S VETOED 


Gov. Caulfield, in Message, 
Urges Legislature to 
Enact ‘‘Suitable” Meas- 
ure Before It Adjourns. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 25.— 


Gov. Caulfield this afternoon ve- 
toed the congressional redistricting 
bill, passed by the Legislature last 
week on a strict party vote of both 
houses. 

The Governor said, in his brief 
veto message, that the measure did 
not provide. districts compact in 
territory, and that it violated the 
reasonable requirements that con- 
gressional districts should be 
formed of localities whose people 


have the same interests and prob- 
lems. 

“It is not contemplated by law,” 
the Governor said, “that citizens 
should be districted for congres- 
sional representation at the expense 
of compactness, because of sup- 
posed partisan affiliation, or in or- 
der to make the representation of 
the State in Congress predomi- 
nantly Republican or Democratic.” 

The Governor urged the Legisla- 


ture, even though the session has 


now been unduly prolonged, to en- 


act a suitable redistricting measure 


before adjournment. 

Senator Crouse, Democrat, of St. 
Joseph, chairman of the Senate 
Elections Committee, said, after 
learning of the veto, that he would 
introduce a joint resolution next 
week, providing the same redis- 
ricting as that in the vetoed bill, 


and would ask both houses to pass 


it, on tMe theory that the Gov- 
ernor’s approval is not constitution- 
ally required. 

Chairman Hill of the Republican 
National Congressional Committee 
recently declared his opinion that 
redistricting measures passed by 


state Legislatures did not require 


the Governor's signature. He was 
discussing a New York State situa- 


tion when he said this. 


The bill vetoed by Gov. Caul- 
field was announced by the Demo- 
cratic leaders of the State Senate 
and House, who put it through, as 
dividing Missouri into eight dis- 
tricts probably -Democratic, and 
five probably Reppblican. The Re- 
publicans have charged that it 
would make a 9-4 division in fa- 
vor of the Democrats. 

If no redistricting measure is 
enacted at this session of the 
Legislature, the next congressional 
election in 1932, and probably all 
such elections until after the 1940 
census, will be for 13 Congressmen 
at large, to be elected by State wide

WASHINGTON, April 25.— 


President Hoover expects $315,- 
789,083 less will be needed to run 
the Government next year than 
his. 

After a Cabinet meeting yester- 
day, he said the estimated expense 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1932, was $4,119,230,649. The ex- 
pected cost for the present fiscal 
year, which ends next June 30, is 
$4,435,029,732. 

The next year’s expense estimate 
shows a $187,000,000 increase over 
budget figures submitted to the 
last Congress, which made appro- 
priations for the period. At that 
time the Budget Bureau expected 
there would be a $30,000,000 sur- 
plus. Its estimate of income, how- 
ever, failed to allow for the sharp 


decline in income tax receipts 
shown in collections the last 
month. 

At the close of business last 
Wednesday, the Government had 
spent $3,451,159,206 for the current 
year, or $801,167,797 more than 
all collections. It is expected this 
deficit by the end of the year will 
be $700,000,000 because of in- 
creased expenses and decreased re- 
ceipts. 

In his announcement, the Presi- 
dent said the $4,119,230,649 esti- 
mate included only postoffice defi- 
cits, and not the entire working ex- 
penditure of that department. 

Effect of Construction Expenses. 

Government costs for the last 
fiscal year, he said, were about 
$3,994,000,000. 

“The budgets for all three years,” 
he asserted, “are greatly influenced 
by the increased expenditures for 
construction work in aid of unem- 
ployment, for relief to agriculture, 
and for increased service to vet- 
erans, but it will be seen that these 
increased expenditures are some- 
what offset by reductions in other 
directions.” 

All construction costs, he said, 
now are more than $725,000,000 a 
year, “being about $500,000,000 
per annum in excess of the rate of 
expenditure for construction pre- 
vious to the depression.” 

The largest expected saving in 
expense is in agricultural aid. This 
year $341,645,134 will be needed. 
while next year’s figures call for 
$160,873,025. War Department 
funds will show a drop of $12.- 
000,000, while the total for national 
defense will be $741,227,072 as 
against $717,372,440 this year. 

Loans to Veterans. 

The President said his estimate 
did not include loans upon World 
War veterans’ adjusted compensa- 
tion certificates “except so far as 
they are represented in the annual 
payment into the bonus fund of 
about, $112,000,000.” 

“But loans on the bonus certifi- 
cates necessarily affect the Treas- 
ury finance,” he added. 

“Gen. Hines, administrator of 
veterans affairs, informs me that 
the new loans made under the re- 
cent law together with those al- 
ready outstanding under previous 
loans, amount to about $912,000.,- 
000. 

“In addition to these amounts 
applications are at hand amounting 
to about $140,000,000 more, mak- 
ing a total of expenditure already 
in sight about $1,050,000,000.”

Christian Peper Bell filed suit 
today to divorce his fifth wife, Mrs. 
Mabel Boyer Bell, on the ground of 
desertion. His four previous 
wives divorced him during the last 
13 years. He is about 38 years 
old and was first married in 1912. 

He charges that the present Mrs. 
Bell has refused to come here to 
live with him, that she was quar- 
relsome, nagging and generally 
abusive, that she threatened him 
with bodily harm and that some- 
times she would fly into a rage 
and curse him. During March, 
1930, he alleges, she associated 
with a man in Atianta. The Bellis 
were married in Anniston, Ala., on 
Aug. 8, 1928, and separated Jan. 
16, 1930, the petition states. 

At the time of their marriage 
both were captains in the Volun- 
teers of America, an evangelical 
organization, Bell said. Bell has 
expected to receive $200,000 from 
the estate of his grandfather.

to Formulate Campaign 
to Resist Program of 


Union. 


NEW CONTRACT 
SOUGHT MAY 1 


Speakers Declare Enough 
Wiremen to Fill Jobs Can 
Be Hired Outside of Or- 


More than 20 electrical contrac- 
tors and representatives of electric 
sign concerns met yesterday to dis- 
cuss plans for resisting the $16-a- 
day wage demand of union wire- 
men. 

As has been told, the union is 
seeking to establish a $16-a-day 
wage under a new contract begin- 
ning May 1. Contractors have been 
notified that, unless they accept the 
agreement, they will not be able to 
hire any union wiremen, The con- 
tract provides for a compulsory fn- 
surance charge of 35 cents an hour 


for each workman employed, and 
requires contractors to have their 
plans and specifications approved 
by a bureau to be set up for that 
purpose. 

The State Supreme Court last 
Saturday approved a decree oust- 
ing from the State four electrical 
trades organizations for similar 
practices, which contractors allege 
were factors in causing the cost of 
electrical installation in St. Louis 
to be increased about 50 per cent 
in recent years. Under the old 
agreement the wage scale for jour- 
neymen was $13.20 and $2.80 a day 
was added for insurance. 

“Extortion” Denounced. 

Employers attending yesterday's 
meeting were urged to join the 
Associated Electrical Contractors, a 
new organization formed to resist 
methods which they call “extor- 
tion.” Officers of the association 
told the contractors that united ac- 
tion was necessary to successfully 
resist alleged unfair practices in the 
industry here. 

Speakers declared it would not 
be necessary for contractors to sign 
the agreement in order to get com- 
petent workmen. Due to the slack 
season in the building industry, the 
union lost several hundred mem- 
bers, who were forced to leave the 
city in an effort to find work, and 
these men were anxious to re- 
turn here for a “reasonable” wage, 
it was stated. J. J. O'Mara, secre- 
tary of the association, asserted he 
had a list of approximately 100 
former union electricians willing to 
work for contractors who lose fa- 
yor with the union. 

O’Mara said the association is 
anxious to deal with the union on 
“reasonable terms,” but is opposed 
to the insurance feature and the re- 
quirement that contractors submit 
installation plans to an approval 
bureau, styled in the contract as 
the Development Bureau of the 
Electrical Guild of North America. 

Insurance Suits Talked Of. 


Roy Hausgen, president of the 
association, asserted the union had 
lost some of its effectiveness 
through the withdrawal of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers from the Building 
Trades Department of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor a week 
ago. <As a result, Hausgen said; 
other union workmen, whose in- 
ternational organizations are affili- 
ated with the Building Trades De- 
partment, are not likely to engage 
in effective sympathetic action on 
behalf of the electricians. 

It was suggested that, as a re- 
sult of the ouster of the Electrical 
Protective Association, the clearing 
house for the compulsory $2.80-a- 
day insurance under the old work- 
ing agreement, electrical con- 
tractors had a chance to recover 
through litigation approximately 
$300,000, which has been paid in 
for insurance since July, 1929. Sev- 
éral contractors are said to be con- 
templating suits to recover.

ACTRESS’ DAUGHTER’S 
CLAIM NOT DECIDED 


Distribution of Bequests of 
Former Ambassador to 
Spain Is Held Up by This 
Order. ‘

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 25.—Dis- 
tribution of the estate of Alexander 
P. Moore, former United States 
Ambassador to Spain, was with- 
held and the estate of his wife, 
Lillian Russell, was reopened by 
order today of Judge Thomas P. 
Trimble, who ruled that Moore 


fraudulently acquired and appro- 
priated to his own use certain 
property of Miss Russell. 

Judge Trimble gave the orders 

after hearing the claim of Mrs. 
Dorothy Russell Calvit, Miss Rus- 
sell’s daughter, to half of Moore’s 
estate. Mrs. Calvit alleged that 
Moore promised her mother he 
would leave the daughter half of 
his estate and that it was because 
of that promise Miss Russell mar- 
ried him in 1912. 
Moore, a newspaper publisher 
before he entered the diplomatic 
service, left Mrs. Calvit only $1000 
in his will, disposing of an estate of 
$600,000. 

Testimony concerning fraud 
Moore: was alleged to have perpe- 
trated in serving as an executor of 
Miss Russell’s estate was given at 
the hearing on Mrs. Calvit’s claim, 
the plaintiff alleged that he failed 
to account for more than 100 ar- 
ticles that were the property of her 
mother. 

The orders of thé Court were de- 
signed to enable the Union Trust 
Co. of Pittsburg, executor of the 
Moore estate and co-executor with 
Moore of Miss Russell's estate, to 
account for all properties belong- 
ing to Miss Russell, Judge Trimble 
said. 

Moore bequeathed the Queen of 
Spain $160,000 for charitable pur- 
poses and $25,000 to the widow of 
Enrico Caruso, the noted tenor, in 
his will filed for probate here last 
year. 

The Court did not rule upon the 
yalidity of the agreement the 
former Ambassador was alleged to 
bave entered into with Miss Rus- 
sell. Mrs. Calvit asserts he gave 
an oral promise. Whether her 
claim to half of the estate is up- 
held depends upon whether the 
Court finds such a contract is en- 
forceable Judge Trimble said at the 
conclusion of the taking of testi- 
mony last Saturday. 

Judge Trimble ordered _ today 
only that the distribution ‘of the 
Moore estate be held up pending 
a final accounting, and that the 
Russell estate be reopened beca‘ise 
its final entry was “induced by the 
fraud”: of the late Ambassador.

SAYS BRITISH SCIENTIST 


Thinks It Will Vanish in 
Million Million Years.

NEW YORK, April 25.—A mil- 


lion million years from now there 
will be no world, Sir James Jeans, 
noted British scientist and astron- 
omer, said yesterday on his arrival 
aboar the liner Mauretania. 

Sir James said the home of life 
as we know it is wasting away, im- 
perceptibily to be sure, but defi- 
nitely, by radiation, the breaking 
up of matter. 

Sir James is one of the few men 
in the world who understand Prof. 
Albert Einstein's theory of relativ- 
ity. His mind on the point of 
atomic disintegration by radiation 
is at one with Einstein’s. 

Those to whom the idea of a @s- 
integrating world is distasteful may 
take consolation from the contrary 
theory of Prof. Robert A. Millikan, 
the American scientist, who be- 
lieves that far out in space new 
atoms are forming which, after 
countless eons, will become vast 
universe tn themselves. 

Sir James, accompanied by his 
Lady, will go immediately to joip 
Prof. Millikan and Prof. Edwin 
Hubbel in Pasadena, Cal. 

Sir James thinks it is conceivable 
that man might some day succeed 
in releasing sub-atomic force—a 
temperature equal to that of the 
interior of stars. To give an idea, 
in a recent book he said a pea- 
like particle from the star Van 
Maanen emits radiation sufficient 
to burn anything within 10006 miles. 

Sir James said Pasadena had be- 
come the world mecca for astron- 
omers. He said he was interested 
to find out when the new 200-indh 
reflector would be installed in the 
observatory there. Dr. Millikan 
and Dr. Hubbel have the most 
complete equipment in the world, 
he asserted.

William D. Orthwein II, spokes- 
man for the family of Dr. Ll. D. 
Kelley, and brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Kelley, told reporters today that 
no word had been received from 
Dr. Kelley or his captors, directly 
or indirectly; since the physician 
was kidnaped Monday night after 
being lured from his home at 32 
Portiand place by a fake telephone 


call asking him to attend a patient. 
Orthwein’s statement followed 
publication of a report that the 
family had received a letter Thurs- 
day afternoon from Dr. Kelley and 
with it announcement that the kid- 
napers wanted $250,000 ransom, 
but would compromise for $150,000. 
This report Orthwein character- 
ized as without foundation. The 
last news of Dr. Kelley, he said, 
was the report of the witness who 
saw the physician kidnaped in 
Davis place, Clayton subdivision, to 
which his telephone call had sum- 
moned him more than four days 
ago. 
Police and Family in Dark. 
“That statement is absolutely 
unqualified,” Orthwein said. “We 
have received no word whatever, 
either by telephone, letter or other 
means of communication, either di- 
rectly or indirectly from Dr. Kelley 
or his kidnapers.” 
Similarly, Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser declared he had had no 
word either from the family or 
from other sources from the phy- 
sician or his captors. 
“The family is telling us noth- 
ing,”’ Chief Kaiser said. “And we 
have had no word from any other 
source. If we had it would give us 
something definite to work on, in- 
stead of following up every tip that 
comes to us in the hope it may turn 
out to be worth while.” 
Chief of Police Gerk was aske4 
by the Post-Dispatch if the Kelley 
family or its representatives had 
told the police the family, would 
deal directly with the kidnapers.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., April 
Restrictions on homesteads belong- 
ing to Indian heirs of the five civil- 
ized tribes born since 1906 expired 
today. There are about 1900 such 
homesteads, from 110 to 320 acres 
in size, which now may be sold by 
their Indian owners without the 
consent of the Secretary of the In- 
terior. ; 

The only sales expected, said 
Adrian M. Landman, superinten- 
dent of the five tribes, were of oil 
lands in Okmulgee, Okfuskee and 
Seminole Counties, and these sales 
will be subject to review.

Head of Cleveland Clinic Decides 
» “Charge” of a Mass of Celis Is 

Negative, Speaking Electrically. 
By the Associated Press. 

AXN ARBOR, Mich., April 25.— 
Denying any intimation that a cure 
for cancer had been found, Dr. 
George W. Crile, head of the Cleve- 
land Clinic, told an audience of 
medical students last night of ex- 
periments now in progress which 
he thought “interesting.” 

His experiments were. based upon 
his production of living cells, a 
work which he declared to be me- 
ehanistic, an attempt to rationalize 
the whole problem of the study of 
cells. In the course of these ex- 
periments he decided that the 
“charge” of a mass of cancer cells 
was negative, speaking electrically; 
that the “charge” of the living host 
tissue was positive. 

His treatment, thus far used only 
in an experimental way on rats, 
removed from the cancer cells the 
negative elements. Since the treat- 
ment, the cancer had ceased to

J ¢ of your paper on Gov. Emmerson’'s 
veto. He holds that when a state re- 
fuses to exercise its right to enforce the 
eighteenth amendment, that “neither is 
law nor in logic’ can it “be imputed 
either to nullification or to rebellion.” 

The provision of the Constitution re- 
lating to the amendment in quvuestion 
reads: “The Congress and the several 
states shall have concurrent power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legis- | 
lation.” 

The plain meaning is: The Congress | 
shall have power to enforce, and the 
states shall have power to enforce. 

The provision is mandatory. The pow- 
er of the Congress and the states is | 
concurrent, Which means joint and equal 
in authority. 

If no mandate is laid upon the state, 
none is laid upon the Congress, and this 
means that there is no responsibility or 
obligation on either state or Congress to 
enforce the ‘amendment. -Which, ot) 
course, is absurd. 

Of course, as the writer states, any 
refusal on the part of the state to par- 
ticipate in enforcement nullifies no pow- 
er of the Federal Government; but it 
plainly nullifies an article of the Con- 
stitution, so far, at least, as that par- 
ticular state is concerned. Any reason- 
ing to the contrary is certainly specious.

Is the law wise which makes the crime of kidnap- 
ing equivalent to murder in the first degree and pen- 
alizes it with death? 

There may be circumstances under which kidnapers 


posing of a victim of kidnapping. When no ransom | 
can be collected, the question of disposing of the} 
victim is serious and the criminals may consider 
it safer to kill the kidnaped persom than to turn 
him or her loose with a possible clew to the kid- 
napers’ identity or hiding place.

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NULLIFICATION AND THE PRIGG CASE. 


Referring to Gov. Emmerson’s veto of the act re 


pealing the Illinois dry laws because, for one reason, 
approval would conflict with the Federal Constitu- 


tion, an Ulinois correspondent suggests the Prigg 
case of 1842 as an analogy. This was an instance 


where state legislation similarly conflicted with Fed- 
eral law and the Constitution. Edward Prigg had 
forcibly taken a Negro woman from Pennsylvania 
and had returned her te Maryland, where she was 
claimed as a slave. He was arrested in Pennsylvania, 
and the Supreme Court hearing was a test of that 
State's law against aiding the return of fugitive 
slaves. The court held, according toe the historian 


Channing, that \ 


state magistrates need not obey the provisions 

of the act of 1793 and that the states by legisla- 

tion could forbid them to obey it. Of course the 

Legislatures of states where the opinion of the 

people was strongly opposed to the return of 

fugitive slaves by law prohibited the state offi- 
cials from aiding in the return of fugitives from 
labor—and thus im effect nullified that part of 
the Federal law of 1793 and that particular 

clause of the Constitution. (Art. 4, Sec. 2.) 

This decision was followed, on the one hand, by 
passage of personal liberty laws in the states oppos- 
ing slavery and, om the other, by setting up of 
special Federal commissioners to have concurrent 
jurisdiction im enforcing the second fugitive slave 
law, passed in 13850. 

The analogy is of interest in showing that the 
nullification bugaboo, at present raised by those who 
oppose action by the states against co-operation with 
Péderal liquor laws and the sighteenth amendment, 
on one occasion, though under somewhat different 
circumstances, gained the sanction of the nation’s 
highest tribunal.

Art and the Post Impressionist School 


Modernist painting is largely a revolt, influenced by science and research, against nat- 
row limitations of naturalism; rests also on analysis of early masters in classic 
mold; by shunning formalism, artist may better present his personality and individ- 
ual concepts; questioning precedent, this school expresses feeling of the-modern age.

HE term post impressionist by no means 
T cccines the qualities of these artists 

active from approximately 18380 to the 
present. It is merely a convenient term 
under which a number of widely differing 
trends and personalities can be included, but 
it also bas an additional virtue in that it 
rightiy suggests that their work is more 
or lesa a natural sequence to impression- 
ism. 

Poat impressionism or modernism or con- 
temporary painting. whichever one prefers, 
ig in its essentials no new thing. Wild and 
incoherent as it seems at times, science and 
research have had quite as much to do 
with its formation as the growth of a pas- 
sionate revolt against the narrow lmmita- 
tions of nineteenth century naturalism. 
Paul Cezanne (1839-1906), who is generally 
accepted as the founder ef modernism, 
states this quite definitely: ““‘We must make 
of impressionism something solid like the 
‘art of the ihuseums,” and, “What we must 
do is to paint Poussin over again from na- 
ture.” (Poussin was a seventeenth century 
artist of the classical school.—Hditor.) 
in- 
spiration from the past in the improve- 
ment of the present is thus not only frankly 
admitted but insiated upon as the only way 
of salvation. 

Modernism in its essentials is a child of 
an age acutely conscious and rather en- 
vious of the past. Once we can see through 
the strangeness of experimental and indi- 
vidual technique, we find that modernism 
rests in large part upon an analysis of the 
art of’the past as it is found preserved in 
the museums, while superficially in extreme 
revolt against it. é 


Cezanne and his followers found that the 
realism of the nineteenth century—the 
painting ef things with optical exactness— 
failed to produce the more convincing and 
Satiafactory reality that past art 
achieved. In order to “paint Poussin over 
again from nature,” the difference between 


Poussin and objective nature had to be ™ 


analyzed. That science, subtier than im- 
pressionism, whereby the artist of antiquity 
had vitalized his art without the aid of 
perspective and optical science, had to be 
rediscovered so the artist might recreate 
the world which lay around him.

the possibilities of literal representation. 
Degas and to some extent Manet and 
other earlier impressionists had been very 
largely aware of this necessity of organiza- 
tion as apart from arrangement, but it re- 
mained for Cezanne and his successors to 
claim the duty and privilege of analyzing 
natural appearance into its component parts 
and then rearranging these components to 
emphasize the peculiar expressive quality 
of the thing depicted, its pictorial geometry 
er its capacity for emotional appeal. The 
deformations, exaggerations and apparent 
eccentricities of sincere modernism are di- 
rectly due te the demands of one er an- 
other or all of these reconstructions. In 
the last analysis, these were primary con- 
cerns of all the great artists of the past, 
the main difference being that today, in a 
consciously analytical age, the artist is 
more directly aware of hia personal method.

It is this emphasized personal quality 
which makes contemporary art so diffi- 
cult of approach for the casual observer in 
spite of its fundamental simplicity. It is 
this intense personal quality which makes 
the painting of Cezanne, Picasso, Modig- 
liani, Matigse and Redon differ so markedly 
in appearance and method when funda- 
mentally all are occupied with the same 
thing. 

Post impressionism, with its scientific 
analysis, personal synthesis and restless 


_ questioning of the established, is both pro- 


phetic and expressive of the age. It is true 
that Cezanne and his followers are fishing 
in troubied waters with a long line and un- 
certain tackle, but they stand en the same 
rock that supported Giotto, Leonardo. 
Poussin and Ver Meer of Delft, and it is 
highly probable that their catch is just as 
important to ws. 

Cezanne called himseif “the primitive of 
the way.” He was probably the greater 
artist because, strangely lacking in facil- 
ity as a painter, he never evolved a tech- 
nique which to him satisfactorily expressed 
the thought behind it..
